He used an illustration I had 
not heard before in discussing 
how difficult it is for a people’ 
to rid themselves of old preju- 
dices. ? 

“A primitive Australian bush- 
man was given a brand new 
boomerang,’’ he said. ‘‘He was 
pleased with it, but he spent the 
rest of his life in a vain attemft 
to throw away the old one.”’ 

It is a true illustration. No peo- 
ple, as current history in Egypt, 
Pakistan, in the Arab-Israel con- 
troversy, and many other agita- 
tions involving religious and ra- 
cial conflicts demonstrate, are 
free of the attrition and explosive 
damages of ancient, historical 
prejudices and customs. 

Old prejudices and emotions do 
boomerang, sometimes at the 
worst of moments. But, there is 
no avoiding the fact that the 
Russians, who know only the 
equality of a jail state, have been 
able to nullify’ many of the mag- 
nificent things we have done as 
a people in behalf of others, by 
pointing to our failures to make 
the opportunity and the citizen- 
ship of America equal for all our 
people. That the equality of the 
jail state should be able to point 
an. accusing finger at the in- 
equality of opportunity is a fan- 
tastic irony, but a true one. 


Folly 


Our progress is very real. But, 
we must hurry along. The epi- 
sodes such as those at Fayette- 
ville, N. C., and any other in- 
stance of men setting themselves 
up as above the law and as judge 
and jury of their fellowmen, must 
be cut out of our lives. We must 
use the new boomerang of prog- 
ress and not be continually upset 
by the old. 

This is particularly true as Wwe 
confront the facts of our national 
life, especially as applied to the 
South.

But Still Popular 


For a few moments, we couldn’t figure why 
the Georgia Legislature was passing a law rais- 
ing the population of Spalding County. As a 


matter of fact, the bill didn’t name Spalding, but it was obvious 


that Spalding was the county because the authors were Spalding 


representatives. 

Now we know that Spalding 
County was just trying hastily 
to get back under an old law 
which it had outgrown. The new 
bill was another of those un- 
constitutional “general bills with 
local application.” Instead of 
passing a “local bill” applying 
only to one county, the rep- 
resentatives many times pass 
these “general” bills which 
shall apply to every county 
with a population of “not less” 
than so much population and 
“not more” than so much popu- 
lation—hemming it in so that 
the law will apply only to the 
one county. 


In 1951, a “population” dill 
was passed which qualified 
Spalding County under a pro- 
vision calling for use of the 
1940 census figures. Then 
under the 1950 census, Spald- 
ing had outgrown the speci- 
fied population figures—and 
was no longer under the 1951 
law. So its representatives had 
to get the Legislature to 
change the population figures 
in the 1951 act right quick. 


Discussing these unconstitu- 
tional “population” bills, Attor- 
ney General Cook pointed out 
that not only does one county 
outgrow its laws, but other 
counties may grow into these 
6ld laws left by the first county. 
For instance, suppose Spald- 
ing County: passed a law stating 
that all counties within its spe- 


_ <ifie population figures—which 


would be none except Spald- 
ing—shouldn’t consolidate its 
tax receiver and tax collector 
offices, Then, suppose Spalding 
outgrew its population figures, 
the law wouldn’t apply to that 
county. ,But, suppose _ rural 
Wheeler County should increase 
its population to. fit Spalding’s 
old — s. Wham—regardless 
of the fact that Wheeler might 
have’ a consolidated office, the 
law would say that Wheeler 
can’t do it. 

Nearby Clayton County had a 
funny situation. It had quali- 
fied under a 1951 act by the 
temporary census figures of 
(1950. But Clayton ceased to 


qualify by the final 1950 cen- 
sus. Clayton was _ fortunate, 
though, Cook laughs, because 
its increase under the final cen- 
sus jumped Clayton into a popu- 
lation act which has the same 
law that Clayton was trying to 


iget. It seems that Tift County 


had passed such a law, apply- 
ing only to itself. Now it shares 
it with Clayton, which is per- 
fectly happy about the situa- 
tion.

‘Counties all fell from the pro- 


visions of acts which they had 
passed in 1951 when the final 
1950 census figures changed 
from ‘the temporary census 
figures. Like Spalding, the 
counties generally had _ the 
Legislature revise the pop- 
ulation figures in the acts 
recently. However, they are try- 
ing to cover one unconstitutional 
law which they have outgrown 
with another’ unconstitutional 
law. The Supreme Court has 
ruled, as Cook points out, that 
“population” laws which try to 
limit “state-wide” laws to one 
county—and which can easily 
affect counties not wishing to be 
affected—are unconstitutional. 


Although the court ruling 
came some years ago, and al- 
though Cook’s speech came early 
in the recent session of the Leg- 
islature, the practice of passing 
“population” laws continued un- 
abated.

The Resentment 
Is Growing 


WASHINGTON—President Truman is build- 

ing up a heavy undercurrent of resentment 

| : against him among Democratic congressional 
leaders because of his delay in announcing whether or not he 
will be a candidate for a third term. The resentment has not yet 
reached the boiling point where party leaders are ready to @penly 
demand that he reveal his plans, but it is beginning to simmer 


uneasily beneath the surface. 


There is likely to be a blowoff if 


an announcement is delayed much longer. 


If Mr. Truman plans to be a 
candidate for re-election, that is 
one thing. Even his enemies 
concede that he has a right to 
run if he want. to. Also it is 
generally agreed that he will be 
able to command the nomina- 
tion if he goes out after it. 


But if he decides not to be- 
come a candidate, that is a 
horse of -another color. Many 
party leaders feel that, in this 
latter event, they should be 
free to shape their alignments 
over the presidential nomina- 
tion well in advance of the 
coming national convention. 


Moreover, there are a number 
of influential men in the party 
who might aspire to the nomi- 
nation but for the uncertainty 
of the President’s plans. Not 
wishing to antagonize the White 
House by seeming to set them- 
selves up as opposing candidates, 
they naturally are being held 
back from making any open 
moves. 

The weight of opinion among 
Democratic members of Con- 
gress still seems to be that Mr. 
Truman will not be a candidate 
to succeed himself. If he is not, 
then his only purpose in delay- 
ing longer an announcement of 
his intentions would be to con- 


trol the nomination and deliver 
it to someone of his own choos- 
ing. That is something a lot of 
party leaders wish to avoid. 
The criticism is made that such 
a maneuver would smack too 
much of one-man party control. 

Southern’ Democrats, in par- 
ticular, are prepared to make a 
vigorous fight on Mr. Truman’s 
nomination, if he decides to be- 
come a candidate. If such a fight 
is made it is important to lay 
the groundwork for it well in 
advance of the convention. But 
not all of them eare to openly 
reveal their hand until the 
President’s plans are made 
known. It would be embarrass- 
ing for them to take a gratuitous 
slap at the President now and 
then have him announce later 
that he had no intention of 
running. 

For these several reasons the 
Democratic political pot is be- 
ginning to boil with some resent- 
ment over the President’s delay 
in revealing his intentions. Pri- 
vate talks with various Demo- 
cratic leaders in Congress indi- 
cate that the time is fast ap- 
proaching when open demands 
will be made on him from these 
sources to disclose his plans. 

Those who take a critical 
view of the President’s silence 
insist that there is no parallel 
between his case and that of the 
late President Roosevelt, who 
did net announce his candidacy 
for a third and fourth term 
until the conventions hag acted. 
The country at that time was 
confronted with a national emer- 
gency that made his renomina- 
tion. a foregone conclusion. This, 
it is argued, does not apply to 
Mr. Truman in the present cir- 
cumstances. Nor is it particu- 
larly important for him to seek 
to preserve his influence with 
Congress by delaying an an- 
nouncement much longer. 

The feeling is growing here 
that if Mr..Truman. does not 
clarify his status soon he may be 
the subject of bitter attacks in

RALEIGH, N. C., Feb. 20—(P— 
A new report of masked terrorism 
in coastal Carolina came Tuesday 
as the government moved for swift 
indictment and trial of 10 former 
Ku Klux Klansmen on kidnap- 
flogging charges. 

Tenant farmer Howard Prevatt 
told Cumberland County Sheriff 
L. L. Guy that masked men forced 
him, his wife and three children 
to flee from their home and hide 
in a woods Tuesday night near 
Fayetteville, N: C. 

Prevatt said he fired three times 
as the masked figures gathered in 
front of his house, then fled when 
they circled to the rear. He said 
it was the third time in recent 
weeks that masked men have 
threatened his family. 

Meanwhile Dist. Atty. Charles 
P. Green said he will ask a special 
crime-inveStigating grand jury 
convening here Thursday to indict 
accused night riders arrested by 
the FBI in Columbus County Sat- 
urday.

Nationalists 
Hand Japs 
Treaty Draft 


Negotiations Open 
At Formosa Meet

TAIPEI, Formosa, Feb. 20—The 
Chinese Nationalists handed the 
Japanese their draft of a full- 
fledged peace treaty for study 
Wednesday as both sides opened 
formal negotiations here on a bi- 
lateral agreement whose basic 
nature is thus far at issue. 


While the Nationalists are calling 


for a ‘“‘genuine peace treaty,”’ pat-|. 


terped after the San Francisco 
pact, Japanese spokesmen here 
have soft-pedaled the term ‘“‘peace 
treaty’’ in sketching the prelim- 
inary outline of a limited agree- 
ment; restricted to the areas 
actually controlled by the Taipei 
government. The Nationalists have 
indicated their readiness to accept 
a flexible limitation on the treaty’s 
scope of application, but not as part 
of the basic treaty document itself. 


OPENING STATEMENTS 


The treaty conference began at 
11 a. m. in the Foreign Ministry 
Building with a public ceremony in 
which the*two plenipotentiaries— 
Chinese Foreign Minister George 
Yeh and Isao Kawada, a former 
Japanese finance minister—made 
brief opening statements. With the 
Chinese draft now in Japanese 
hands the talks have been ad-' 
journed for several days to enable 
the Japanese delegation to study 
the draft and to communicate with 
Tokyo. 

Yeh began his talk by recalling 
speeches dating back to Sept. 15, 
1945, in which Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek stressed the need 
for Sino-Japanese friendship, urged 
the Chinese people not to be vindic- 
tive, and advocated early conclu- 
sion of a Japanese peace treaty. As- 
suring the Japanese delegation that 
his government was anxious to find 
common ground for a solution of 
divergencies on the projected 
treaty, Yeh declared: 


‘‘We believe that the peace which 
we so earnestly desire will not find 
fulfillment unless we are prepared 
to concert our effort in strengthen- 
ing our relations in a world already 
torn and threatened by aggression. 
The treaty which we hope to. see 
concluded between us, in the same 
spirit as that of the treaty of peace 
recently signed in San Francisco, 
will serve to initiate whatever ar- 
rangements for further co-opera- 
= our two peoples may desire to 

e.’”’ 


EXPRESSES REGRET 

Sixty-eight-year-old Kawada ex- 
pressed regret for the ‘‘unfortunate 
incidents”’ that led to a state of 
war between Japan and China, and 
stated that the Japanese people 
were ‘“‘profoundly impressed’’ by 
the ‘‘generous attitude’’ manifested 
by Chiang Kai-shek when the hos- 
tilities ended. He said Japan could 
reciprocate best in the long run by 
making the ‘‘greatest possible con- 
tribution to the overall rehabilitar 
tion and prosperity of Asia, and 
especially East Asia.” — 

Although he referred to the San 
Francisco pact as a “peace 
treaty,” Kawada omitted the word 
. “peace” in alluding to the treaty 
being negotiated here. Asked why 
the Japanese delegation was so re- 
luctant to use the word “‘peace,”” a 
Japanese spokesman explained that 
the word had complicated “legal 
and political’’ implications in con- 
nection with the present talks. 

The Chinese Nationalists have 
interpreted these implications as 
being related to the domestie po- 
litical situation in Japan and the 
desire of various Japanese groups 
to establish trade relations with 
Communist China.

Speaking at a banquet climaxing 
the first annual Sales and Sales 
Management Conference at the At- 
lanta Division of the University of 
Georgia, Jones told some 300 sales- 
men and 500 students that no one 
in any walk of life is ‘‘good’’ if he 
doesn’t make a sale. 

The actor, the musician, the min- 
ister and doctor—all are salesmen, 
Jones said, who must ‘‘impose their 
own views or desires on the minds 
of another.’’ 

Selling as a science, he said, has 
been spun so thin with “‘aspects, 
phases and techniques’”’ that it has 
become ‘‘gossamer like.’ The 
salesman himself has been drilled 
too much like a soldier and has 
lost his individuality. 

«Formerly Coca-Cola _ vice-presi- 
dent in charge of sales, Jones 
warned against the following spe- 
cific forms of selling: 

1. Ballyhoo—‘‘oldtime patent 
medicine selling without the proper 
setting or the Indian.”’ 

2. Rote or pressure selling. 

3. Trapping—‘“‘baiting the trap 
like the ‘mink set’ in Washington.” 

4. Wheedling or begging—‘‘the 
ones that remind you of their wives 
and children. 

‘‘Whether it be an idea or a prod- 
uct,”’ Jones concluded, ‘‘give it an 
opportunity to sell itself.’’

DPA Okays 
3 Newsprint 
Paper Mills 


Would Increase 
Supply by 20 Pct. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 20h— 
The Defense Production Adminis- 
tration Wednesday okayed 


this country’s output of newsprint 
by more than 20 per cent. 

The agency issued certificates of 
necessity—which provides for fed- 
eral tax benefits—to aid the con- 
struction of the projects 

They are: 

Bowater Southern Paper Corp., 
Charleston, Tenn., $51,500,000; 
Southland Paper Mills, Inc., Har- 
ty, Texas, $15,040,000; and West 
Tacoma Newsprint Company, 
Steilacoom, Wash., $5,000,0000. 

Despite DPA approval, the build- 
ing work cannot be completed un- 
less the government allots certain 
scarce materials now under prior- 
ity to the projects. 

But since newsprint is high on 
the government priority list, ap- 
proval is considered likely. 

Newsprint is the technical name 
for the grade of paper on which 
newspapers are printed. 


PUBLISHERS COMPLAIN 

Many publishers have com- 
plained about shortages of news- 
print and about high costs. 

The DPA certificates permit the 
three companies to write off, as 
depreciation, a large part of the 
expansion cost for income tax pur- 


poses. The permission is valid for 


five years. 


‘The agency last November ap- 
proved a policy of encouraging 
newsprint expansion to prevent in- 
terruption in the flow of informa- 
tion here and abroad. 

Upon completion the big Bowa- 

ter plant will produce 120,000 to 
130,000 tons of paper annually upon 
completion. The target date is Jan- 
uary, 1954. 
Of the total iieasiad outlay, DPA 
approved $47,915,900 as eligible for 
rapid write-off. The privilege may 
be applied, however, to only 45 per 
cent of the amount. This percen- 
tage represents DPA’s estimate of 
how much of the project it con- 
siders' based on defense. 


APPROVED AS WHOLE 


The Southland project was ap- 
proved in its entirety for a 45 per 
cent write-off and the West Ta- 
coma plant was certified for $4,- 
474,000 at 45 per cent.

3-Generation Meals 


Without a Problem

Cooking for three generations under the same roof can be bur- 


densome or no trouble at all. 


It just depends upon how. thoroughly 


*“‘the cook’’ understands the food needs of each individual and plans 


acordingly. 

The Henry D. Wards, 4255 Twin 
Brooks Rd., are typical of hun- 
dreds of three-generation fami- 
lies in Atlanta. There’s Mr. and 
Mrs. Ward, David who is 3 years 
old, Robert 10 months and Mrs. 
Philip Huston, Mrs. Ward's 
mother. 

Food prepared in the Ward 
kitchen must satisfy Mom and 
Dad, who fortunately like every- 
thing. David represents any 
preschooler’s food problem; 
pone Robert has baby food plus 

is bottles. 

Mrs. Huston has high blood 
pressure and must observe cer- 
fain diet restrictions. 

' How can a homemaker com- 
bine all these ‘‘diets’’ and still 
not spend her life in the kitchen? 

First, begin with the family 
meals and plan well-rounded 
menus of simple foods. Plenty 
of protein foods as meat, eggs, 
‘fish, poultry, cheese and milk 
are needed by all members. 

Fruits and vegetables, some 
cooked and some raw, must be 
‘included for everyone, too. Now 
you have a pattern to start meal 
planning: a meat or meat alter- 
mate, two vegetables and one 
fruit will make a good dinner; 
lunch can be about the same ex- 
cept for one vegetable. 

Breakfast should be a fruit or 
juice, cereal or egg, breadstuff, 
milk for children and coffee for 
adults. 

FOOD FOR YOUNGSTERS 

Because all youngsters and old- 
sters should avoid certain foods 
don’t serve highly seasoned 
foods, rich sauces, or overly 
sweet desserts. 

Scientists say children prob- 
ably have taste sensations differ- 
ent from adults. This difference 
in tasting equipment explains 
why some foods children enjoy 
seem bland to adults. 

Most pediatricians suggest for 
normal preschoolers like David 
a diet to include one and one- 
half to two quarts of milk, an 
egg. a serving of meat, poultry 
or fish; at least two cooked veg- 
etables; a raw vegetable; two 
fruits or fruit and tomato juices, 
cereal, bread and butter. Vita- 
min supplements should only be 
added according to doctor’s or- 
ders. 

The unlimited array of baby 
foods makes the feeding of the 
baby in the Ward family no spe- 
cial task. Mrs. Ward does feed 
both children before the family 
meal. Many mothers like to do 
this so the main family meal of 
the day can be eaten in so-called 
peace and quiet. 

FOOD FOR OLDSTERS 

Because of, the great scientific 
advances that prolong life, there 
are more elderly people in our 
nation every year. Some of them 
do have special diets to follow 
but the vast majority need only 
to follow a few precautions. 

The same foods that are needed 
to make youngsters grow and 
young people strong are the very 
ones needed to keep oldsters in 
good health. Most doctors sug- 
gest a good breakfast. This is 
important at any age. 

As people begin to get older, 
fat is not utilized correctly so it 
is wise to eat sparingly, just 
choose one high in vitamin A, 
such as butter or margarine. 
Protein is needed to repair tis- 
sues throughout life. 

Milk, a rich source of calcium, 
is needed to avoid fragile bones. 
Iron-rich foods and vitamin-rich 
foods are needed in old age too. 
BASIC MENU PLAN 


lew one basic menu plan. Broiled 
poultry, simple egg dishes, plain 


give good main dish variety. 

Vegetables may be baked, 
cooked in a small amount of wa- 
ter, broiled, or steamed. They 
may be combined with milk into 
creamed soups. 

Plain buttered vegetables are 
best for all. Vegetables like some 
fruits may be served raw in sal- 
ads. Fruits may be served raw 
or cooked for desserts, baked and 
served with custard sauce or 
made into gelatin desserts or 
whips. 

MILK A NECESSITY 

In most families there is usual- 
ly a problem of how to get 
enough milk into the diets of all 
members, particularly when 
adults need two to three glasses 
a day. Milk soups, puddings, 
frozen milk sherbets, milk-fruit 
drinks, cereals with milk, fruit 
with milk and milk in foods are 
a few suggestions. 

Non-fat dry milk solids are a 
boon to the clever and thrifty 
homemakers. This milk powder 
makes up irto fat-free milk at 
about 8 cents a quart. The pow- 
der may be used double strength 
to add just that much more nu- 
tritive value to foods, too. 

In other words, when we make 
a milk pudding and use these 
milk solids we double and some- 
times treble the amount of pow- 
der and make desserts that pack 
a nutritional wallop with no one 
the wiser. 

DON’T BYPASS DISHES 

Does all this mean the Wards 
or any other normal couple have 
to bypass the Italian spaghetti, 
chicken Divan, chocolate fudge 
cake, chili con carne, or Roque- 
fort cheese dressing? 

No, certainly not, but you must 
admit these are only the occa- 
sional foods anyway. So when 
you want them, go ahead and 
serve them. 

For the children and the old- 
sters save out part of the spa- 
ghetti and toss grated cheese in 
it for them; serve them some of 
the chicken before the Divan 
sauces are put on; make their 
cake into cup cakes or do not 
ice one layer to serve them; the 
lettuce for these folks ean be 
served with-just a little vinegar 
and salt. 

So you see, cooking for three 
generations doesn’t have to be a 
chore. We do admit it takes 
some thought.
